Jeff C. David, and when Gen. Palmer 
was placed in eomuiiind of the depart- 
ment of Kentucky, with headquarters 
at Louisville, Harlnn was made adju- 
tant-general of the department, with 
tho rank of colonel. He romuiucii with 
Gon, Palmer until tho close of thatoffi* 
ccr's administration, which extended 
into tho year 18CG,— moro tbau twelve 
months after the close of tho war— and 
in recognition of his services was made

BECUPERATION IS TRABE. 


From the New York Exprem. 


We gave gorao facts last week, show- 


ng signs of a more healthy trade, but 
with very small profits to producers and 
merchants. Horo are other reasons.: 


1. The 3,000 bankn not only have 


moro money than over, but are more 
ready to loan upon fair soouritien. Cap- 
ital is DOW at least accessible where 
there is any available way of certain 
securities. 


2. It is morally impossible for Con- 


gress so to legislate aa to expand the 
currency, and no expansion is needed, 
Beyond this, wo think, there is DO pur- 
pose to disturb tbo finances of the 
country with those who hove authority 
to act upon the question, What peo- 
ple do or fay, as speculators, to others, 
ought not to bo a disturbing element in 
tho business of the country. 


3. Tho Government, owing to its 


good credit abroad, is about to call in, 
by legal negotiations, the lastof its 5-20 
bonds, leaving the field clear for a low- 
er rate of interest for what remains. 
The 4 nnd 4i bonds, 8100,000,000 of 
each, will then remain for negotiation, 
and, with the many millions of Dew 
capital oreated every year in Europe, it 
is bcliovod that a fair proportion of the 
now bonds can bo negotiated at the low 
interest named, Tho old bonds are 
hold in Europe, nnd tho interest upon 
tho new will be up to ti^e highest stan- 
dard of the certain [debt-paying coun- 
tries. A country which has so taxed 
its people as to pay off 8650,000,000 
in » few years, certainly has the best 
reasons for paying a low rate of inter- 
est, anil expecting the largest demand 
for its securities, Tbc idea of paying 
principal and interest in anything but 
coin, if it ever has existed, long ago 
paused dway.

pecting steadiness in our money mar 
ket, improvement in trade, and alto' 
gether, a far bettor state of trado in 
187U-77 than in 1873-74 and '75. 


AH the Centennial buildings at Phil-

tliousund dollars, on which ho had no 
insurance. 


Tlio stable noU, wuht,, which was also 


burned, was Iho propoity of Mr. S, 0. 
Malonc, nud tlio proinifiuo iiro occupied 
uy Mr. Wilson, u marble-worker, who 
nud In Ihe stable some fuel, and other 
irticleu, amounting in value to about 
twenty-live dollars—ft)! of which, with 
the stable,, were reduced lo nuhos. 


The other stable burned stood acroBs 


tlid alley, south from the other two, and 
wus llred simultaneously with them.— 
This building was tho propelty of the 
JVoutur M K Ciiuult, and wus occupied 
by Kev. T. J). Weeins, Iho circuit 
ivonehcr, ns a stable and cuu'iiigc-houso, 
I'hu hoi sen wore icmoved, but tbo bug- 
gy, u large lot of feed, and .sundry othci 
lliingv, were completely destroyed. The 
;oss to Mr. Wccius, petuonully, cannot 
:io less Ihnn Ihrco hundred dollars, and 
llio stable, which wns the piopcrty of 
tin- HOI iety, was worth about Iwo bun- 
.Ircd dollars, and fully insured. Stand- 
ing nuu1 Ibis stable, on the west, was 


t, wood-shed, belonging to I'rof. Good- 
man, which, with ils contents, was 
consumed. 
Tho building, which WHS 


sitimtod between William and Praliie 
directs, was used by Mr, Lnnhnm, nu u 
carpenter's shop, and was, with two or 
three chests ot tools, and some lumber, 
completely destroyed. Wo understand 
Unit there was no insurance, cither on 
the building or ils contents, 


A brisk breeze from Ihonorllmcot cnr- 


rlcd tho sparks nnd cinders from thin 
building directly upon the roof of the 
Presbyterian church, sotting tire to it in 
several places, and for some time the 
destruction of Hint building seemed inc- 
viliiblc. As soon, however, as Ihe dan- 
ger lo Iho church wna discovered, tho 
llromen turned their hose upon it and 
finally extinguished tho flumes, but not 
until the roof waa burned through in 
several places nnd tho rnfters somewhat 
charred. Tlic heaviest damage to this 
building was from water, which leaked 
through Iho celling and wet it badly, 
and also did considerable dsmugo to Iho 
organ, Severn! holes woro also broken 
through tho ceiling—probably by the 
firemen making missteps while handling 
tho hose. 
Tho expense of repairing 


cannot be loss than two or three hundred 
dollars. 
Unfortunately for the society 


tho church wns without insurance, The 
prompt extinguishment of tho Humes 
upon the church may bo regarded as a 
mailer of Ihe groalcst importance, as the 
burning of a building of thnt height, 
with such n wind »s ptovnllad on Satur- 
day, would Imvo endangered every build- 
Ing on the south of it within a half mile 
or.moro, Indeed, had it burnod nn ex- 
tensive conflagration would have been 
almost certain. 


The burning of tho stables nnd shop 


rniulo it necessary for people for a con- 
siderable distance lo Ihe soulh lo go 
upon tho roofs of their buildings with 
buckets of wntcr to prevent them from 
taking (Ire from i-purks nun cinder.**, of 
whiih tho tho air was full. 


On the whole, the escape Irom a do 


slruelivc eonllugration v/as a narrow 
one; and too much praise eamiot be be- 
stowed upon Iho gallant llrcmon, for the 
prompt and olllciotit service rendered by 
them iu an hour of so much peril; and 
we may 11.1 well sny right here, ns else 
whore, that the boys tender their thanks 
to Mr. I'rult and f.imily, foi n goncions 
supply of dcllcioua coll'ec and other re- 
freshments on tho occasion. 


The fact of the fire, together with tho 


certainty that tho building.! must all 
have been fired by the hand of an incou 
diary, crentod a fooling of alarm on the 
part of citizens generally, and every 
one who bnd outbuildings felt inclined 
to keep a close watch upon thorn for the 
balance of tbe night. Tho whole thing 
gave cvidonco of a definite and system- 


ntic plan on tho part of the desperadoes 
by whom the ilres woro set, and ou 
people must bo well satisfied, that the 
city Is infested by a gang ot iricendla 
rics nad thieves whose presence renders 
al) property unsafe. 
In view of thli 


fact it would seem to us that tho police 
force should uso tho utmost vigilance in 
watching all suspicious characters, aiu 
that they should uso every mc»n» in 
their power to ferret out and bring to 
justice tlio perpetrators of the villainies 
nnd crimes tlmt.Vo taking place almost 
daily, A. little moro vigilance on thu 
part of llio police force, and u careful 
watchfulness on tha part of citizens may 
result in tho detection of »ome of the 
pests that harbor in tlio city during the 
duy and sally forth at night to plunder, 
etottl and burn. By some means let the 
rascals bo caught.
